Fully lustrous with scattered carbon flecks 
and an arc-like band of dark brown patina on the reverse. 

52 1918-D MS 64 Red PCGS. Both sides are shiny and crimson-red in 
coloration. The nicely preserved surfaces are temptingly close to a 
full Gem grade. 

53 1918-S MS 65 Red and Brown PCGS. Boldly detailed with light 
brown patinadon and ample red color showing through in a streaky 
fashion. Scarce as a Gem. Population: 9 in 65, none finer. 

54 1919-D MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. A bold striking with slight 
blushes of rose patina on each side. Despite a hefty mintage, the '19- 
D is scarce at the Gem level. Population: 22 in 65,4 finer. 

55 1920-S MS 64 Red and Brown NGC. Essentially orange-brown in 
appearance, the surfaces show ample remaining luster and no indi¬ 
vidually mentionable distractions. Temptingly close to a coveted 
Gem grade. 

56 1921 MS 65 Red NGC. Well struck with immaculate surfaces and 
fiery-red luster. A full Gem. 

57 1923-S XF45 ANACS; 1923-S AU 53; 1931-DAU 53; and a 1931- 
D AU 55. All examples are ANACS certified and show smooth, 
chocolate-brown coloration. (Total: 4 coins)

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58 1925-S MS 64 Brown NGC. Muted brown patina blankets both sides 
of this nearly pristine cent.

Lustrous with no detracting abrasions, the 
surfaces have the look of a Gem. 

60 1934-D MS 65 Red PCGS, ten examples, all of which are typically 
problem-free for the Gem grade. (Total: 10 coins) 

61 1934-D MS 65 Red PCGS, ten examples, all of which are lustrous 
with pleasing golden and crimson patina. (Total: 10 coins) 

62 1934-D MS 65 Red PCGS, ten examples, all boast nicely struck 
devices and attractive eye appeal. (Total: 10 coins) 

63 1946-S MS 66 Red PCGS, crimson-rose in color with mark-free fea¬ 
tures; 1950-D MS 66 Red PCGS, the lustrous surfaces are free of

66 1910 PR 64 Red PCGS. Predominantly golden-red in color with 
bright crimson undertones. The smooth, matte proof surfaces have 
the look of a Gem.

67 1864 Large Motto MS 66 Red and Brown PCGS. Predominantly 

glossy-brown in color, both sides show blushes of orange-red luster 
in the protected areas about the devices and rims. A carefully pre¬ 
served coin for the high quality type collector.

68 1866 PR 65 Red PCGS. This is a difficult issue to locate with origi¬ 
nal, mark-free surfaces. In addition to the aforementioned features, 
the present example boasts uncommonly reflective fields and intense 
crimson-red shading. 

69 1871 PR 64 Red PCGS. Pleasing champagne overtones overlay both 
sides of this otherwise crimson-red example. The strike is typically 
sharp and the devices exhibit crisp detail.

Satiny and especially Choice for the grade with 
just a hint of patina.

Well defined overall with faint die clashing visible in 
the fields.

72 1865 MS 61 PCGS. Moderately toned overall, some weakness of 
strike shows on the left portion of each side. 

73 1867 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck, some light silver-gray 
color is seen on both obverse and reverse. 


74 1867 MS 64 PCGS. Pastel-lilac patina overlays each side. Near-Gem 
quality.

Boldly impressed overall, colorful sunset-violet 
toning overlays each side of this near-Gem example. 

90 1893 MS 65 NGC. The powerfully impressed features sparkle with 
whirlpool luster effects. Both the obverse and the reverse are blan¬ 
keted in tan iridescence, but the mark-free surfaces are readily 
appreciable at all angles. 

91 1894 MS 64 PCGS. A near-Gem exhibiting a sharp strike (save for 
several of the obverse stars) and exceptionally smooth surfaces.

112 1913-D Type Two MS 63 PCGS. Soft gray-rose surfaces, some 
weakness is reported on the bison's head. Scarcer issue. 

113 1913-S Type Two—Corroded, Damaged-ANACS, Fine Details, Net 
Good 4, there are a few scattered areas of roughness throughout and 
a noticeable pinscratch over the central obverse; 1914-D Good 4 
ANACS, evenly wom, problem-free, and slate-gray in color; and a 
1914-D-Damaged-ANACS, Fine Details, Net VG 8, the relatively 
smooth, dove-gray surfaces do not readily reveal their impairment. 
(Total: 3 coins) 


1918-D MS 65 NGC. Poor striking quality and heavy circulation 
explains the scarcity of this D-mint issue at the Gem level. Not quite 
full, the strike is pleasing and well above average. The satiny sur¬ 
faces reveal no grade-limiting distractions and both sides are draped 
in pale pumpkin-orange iridescence. This coin would form the cen¬ 
terpiece of any advanced Buffalo nickel collection. 

1926-S MS 64 PCGS. An attractive, well balanced example with 
equal tonal qualities from side to side as well as similar softness of 
strike on the highpoints of the design. The coin is actually quite well 
brought up for a '26-S, with only minor weakness on the braid of the 
Native American and perhaps half of the hair present on the bison’s 
foreleg. There is an attractive overlay of golden and rose toning that 
adds even more to the desirability of this important coin. 

1934-D MS 64 NGC. The originally toned, satiny surfaces display 
typical striking detail for a D-mint Buffalo. 

1935 MS 66 PCGS. Frosty and well detailed beneath blushes of yel¬ 
low-gold patina. 

1937-D Three-Legged-Cleaned-ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 20. 
There is nothing offensive about this coin, just dull lilac-gray patina 
that probably accumulated after the cleaning. A rather nicely 
defined, yet affordable example. 

1937-D Three-Legged AU 55 PCGS. An interesting example of this 
popular error, the devices are incredibly well struck with the excep¬ 
tion of the Indian’s feathers. Dusky, matte-like gray patina overlays 
both sides, but the obverse is somewhat darker.

1834—Cleaned, Retoned-ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 55. V-4, 
LM-4, R.l. Unnaturally glossy beneath splotchy lilac and smoky- 
gray toning. With the exception of the central reverse, all features are 
sharply struck. 

CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DIMES 


1856 MS 65 NGC. A suitable Gem quality type coin candidate, the 
frosty surfaces are free of even the most inconsequential abrasion. 
Both sides are lightly toned, yet predominantly brilliant. 

1857 MS 66 NGC. This colorful Gem is uncommonly well defined 
for the series. The reverse is bathed in orange-russet patina that 
deepens somewhat about the denticles. The obverse, in stark con¬ 
trast, exhibits intense electric-blue and crimson-russet peripheral 
toning. There are no distracting clashmarks or post-production 
impairments. 

1872-S Mintmark Above Bow MS 64 PCGS. The untoned surfaces 
boast fulsome frosty luster and sharply struck, clean features.

1807—Corroded, Cleaned-ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 20. JR-1, 
the only known dies, R.2. The subdued, smoky-gray surfaces reveal 
mottled charcoal accents that account for the corroded modifier. 
There is bold definition over the central devices and a few scattered 
abrasions on the obverse.

1823/2 Small Es MS 63 NGC. JR-1, R.3. Ex: Pittman. Beautiful 
multicolored peripheral toning is noted on both sides of this original 
example. The few grade-defining marks do little to detract from this 
coin's overall pleasing appearance. Typically struck. 
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127 1834 Large 4 MS 62 NGC. JR-5, R. 1. The otherwise lilac-gray ton¬ 
ing yields to intense electric-blue undertones at select angles. 
Although somewhat deficient in luster, this premium quality exam¬ 
ple is free of noticeable abrasions. 

CERTIFIED SEATED DIMES 

128 1837 No Stars AU 50 PCGS. A lovely circulated type coin candidate, 
the essentially clean surfaces reveal all major features. Both sides 
are slate-gray in appearance with mottled sea-green and orange rim 
accents. 

129 1838-0 No Stars XF 40 ANACS. O/O, RPM-1. A well balanced, 
medium-gray example of this extremely popular type coin. 

130 1863 MS 65 NGC. The suspension of specie payments during and 
after the Civil War resulted in only 14,000 business strike dimes 
being produced at the Philadelphia Mint in 1863. Since most of these 
coins were exported and/or melted, the present Gem represents a 
rare find for the advanced Seated dime specialist. The surfaces 
reveal modest prooflike tendencies in the fields and uncommonly 
bold definition over the devices. Nearly brilliant and definitely pris¬ 
tine, this coin shares the MS 65 level with only six other coins at 
NGC, and it is bettered by a further six pieces. 

131 1872-CC XF 40 NGC. A well respected rarity in all grades, precious 
few 1872-CC dimes survived out of the paltry original mintage of 
35,480 pieces. This is an original, problem-free XF representative 
whose surfaces are awash in lilac-gray patina. All major features are 
sharply defined despite light, even wear. NGC and PCGS combined 
report only five coins in XF 40 with four finer. 

132 1873 Arrows-Cleaned-ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU 50. The 
obverse is toned in hazy lilac and golden shades. 

133 1878-CC MS 66 NGC. The passage of the Bland-Allison Act on 
February 28,1878 forced the Carson City Mint to concentrate its sil¬ 
ver production on the new Morgan dollar at the expense of the lower 
denominations. The 200,000 dimes that were produced this year 
were the last of their denomination to emerge from this facility. The 
example that we offer here is definitely at the upper end of the Con¬ 
dition Census for the issue. The bright, prooflike surfaces sparkle 
beneath gorgeous lilac-russet iridescence. Undeniably pristine 
throughout, the both sides reveal frosty, sharply struck devices. NGC 
and PCGS combined report only 4 examples in MS 66 with a lone 
NGC MS 67 example finer. 

134 1879 MS 67 NGC. The frosty-white devices contrast nicely with the 
noticeably reflective fields. A simply exquisite Superb Gem, neither 
side reveals any distracting abrasions or striking deficiencies. One of 
just 14,000 business strikes produced. Population: 18 in 67, only 3 
finer. 

135 1887 MS 66 NGC. Delicate steel-russet and electric-blue iridescence 
blankets both sides of this satiny Gem. A mark-free Seated dime for 
the high quality type collector. 

136 1891-S MS 65 NGC. The frosty surfaces are quite well impressed 
for a business strike Seated dime. As befits the grade, the surfaces 
are smooth and both sides exhibit delicate golden-tan overtones. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED DIMES 


137 1859 PR 65 NGC. This is an elusive, early proof issue with an orig¬ 
inal mintage of only 800 pieces. One of the nicest examples on 
today's market, this untoned Gem is at the threshold of an even high¬ 
er grade. Uniformly reflective, the surfaces reveal the razor sharp 
definition that has come to typify proof production methods. 

138 1865 PR 64 PCGS. Deeply reflective with essentially no cameo con¬ 
trast. The strike is razor sharp throughout and the smooth surfaces 
hide beneath milky-gold patina. 

139 1881 PR 65 PCGS. Deep cobalt-blue and yellow-gold toning on the 
obverse, while hazy lilac-gray shades dominate the reverse. 


140 1894-0 MS 61 PCGS. Untoned and surprisingly mark-free, the sur¬ 
faces have the look of a higher grade. The luster is, however, some¬ 
what subdued. As with most O-mint Barber dimes, the 1894-0 is 
anything but common in Mint State. 

141 1895-S MS 64 NGC. Although this issue's mintage of 1,120,000 
pieces is the largest among 1895 dated Barber dimes, the 1895-S is 
an elusive issue that becomes progressively more difficult to locate 
with grade. One of the finest survivors available to today's special¬ 
ists, this satiny example is temptingly close to an MS 65 grade. Both 
sides are predominantly brilliant, yet lightly patinated. Population:

142 1900-S MS 64 NGC. A seemingly conservatively graded example, 
the satiny surfaces do not reveal any distracting bagmarks. Dappled 
tan iridescence is noted throughout. 

143 1904 MS 64 NGC. Well defined, some colorful reddish-russet ton¬ 
ing is seen at the borders of each side. A near-Gem example. 

144 1906 MS 63 PCGS. Some splotchy golden color is seen on the 
obverse and reverse. 

145 1906-D MS 66 NGC. Ex: Eliasberg. Mottled lavender-gray toning 
overlays the central obverse with bright crimson-orange shades 
about the denticles. The reverse is more evenly toned in similar 
shades with electric-blue and golden-green rim accents. With 
swirling frosty luster and mark-free surfaces, this original coin 
belongs in the finest Barber dime collection. Population: 5 in 66, 0 
finer. 

146 1908-D MS 63 PCGS. Very deep, mottled, golden-russet toning 
blankets both sides of this well struck dime. 

147 1913 MS 64 PCGS. A sharp, semi-reflective example with a bit of 
smudgy toning on the left side of the obverse. 

CERTIFIED PROOF BARBER DIMES 


148 1893 PR 66 NGC. The rich charcoal-lavender toning that overlays 
the reverse is sprinkled over the obverse in a mottled fashion. The 
sharply struck, pristine surfaces are, nonetheless, readily evident at 
most angles. 

149 1896 PR 65 PCGS. A sparkling cameo that is basically untoned with 
hairline-free, mirrored fields. 

150 1906 PR 64 PCGS. Mottled milky-gold patina clings to the denticles 
on both sides, but the glassy fields are appreciable at all angles. A 
few contact marks on Liberty's neck preclude an even higher grade. 

151 1909 PR 64 PCGS. Watery surfaces are toned in golden-violet 
shades that lighten to near-brilliance at the center of the obverse. 

152 1913 PR 65 NGC. Deeply mirrored beneath moderate patina, the 
surfaces are crisply struck throughout. A coin for the collector who 
values originality. 

CERTIFIED MERCURY DIMES 

153 1917-S MS 64 PCGS. Frosty and essentially untoned, the surfaces 
are free of bothersome abrasions. 

154 1918-D MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. Ex: Dan Miller Collection. The 
1918-D is a well known rarity with Full Bands definition. Far supe¬ 
rior to the typically encountered representative, this golden toned 
specimen is sharply struck throughout with fully separated cross¬ 
bands. The lustrous surfaces are smooth and nearly in the Gem cat¬ 
egory. 

155 1919 MS 65 Full Bands PCGS. Delicate golden toning over remark¬ 
ably bold, satiny surfaces. 
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156 1919-D MS 63 Full Bands PCGS. A scarce early Mercury that is 
extremely elusive with fully split horizontal bands. This is a strong¬ 
ly detailed coin that is satiny in texture and covered with light gray 
patina that deepens toward the borders. 

157 1921 -Cleaned-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. A heavy cleaning 
has left the untoned surfaces on this key issue without any underly¬ 
ing luster. 

158 1921-D MS 66 PCGS. Lightly toned in mottled golden-russet hues, 
the underlying surfaces are remarkably clean and display half or bet¬ 
ter separation of the horizontal bands. One of the finer examples of 
this well-known Mercury dime key that we have offered. Popula¬ 
tion: 9 in 66, none finer. 


159 1923 MS 66 NGC. The otherwise frosty-white surfaces show a 
decided lilac cast at certain angles. The smooth features are indica¬ 
tive of the respected MS 66 grade.

180 1937 PR 66 NGC. Mark-free and uniformly reflective with delicate 
mottled patina. 

181 1938 PR 64 PCGS. Uniformly reflective with an essentially untoned 
appearance. 

182 1939PR66PCGS. Both sides of this crisply struck Gem boast shim¬ 
mering, watery surfaces at all angles despite fight milky-white hazi- 


CERTIFIED BUST QUARTERS 

183 1825/3 MS 63 ANACS. B-2, R.2. This is a beautiful, multicolored 
specimen whose surfaces show intermingled swirls of russet, gold, 
and electric-blue. There is plenty of underlying luster and the 
devices are rather sharply impressed for the issue. The underdigit is 
visible under magnification. Mint State survivors of the Capped 
Bust, Large Size quarter series are anything but common in today's 
market. (See Color Photo) 

184 1836 AU 50 ANACS. B-3, R.l. Relatively free of post-production 
distractions with partially lustrous features. Mottled copper-gold iri¬ 
descence dominates the outward appearance of both sides, but an 
island of milky-white haze is noted about the eagle's left (facing) 


CERTIFIED SEATED QUARTERS 

185 1853 No Arrows VF 35 NGC. This coin is original and problem-free 
despite moderate circulation. Both sides exhibit dove-gray toning 
that deepens to olive shades in select peripheral areas. Only 44,200 
Seated quarters were struck early in the year before the Mint Act of 
February 21, 1853, most of which were subsequently melted. 

186 1855 Arrows AU 58 PCGS. Both sides are richly toned in lilac-gray 
shades with brighter undertones intermingled throughout. With 
sharp definition and no mentionable abrasions, this is a desirable 
near-Mint representative. The 1855 is the scarcer of the two Arrows, 
No Motto issues produced by the Philadelphia Mint.

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187 1859 MS 64 NGC. The surfaces are lustrous with noticeable bright¬ 
ness in the fields. Richly toned in dappled lavender shades, this is a 
nearly pristine example of this conditionally scarce and underrated 
P-mint quarter. Population: 11 in 64, only 3 finer. 

188 1861 MS 65 PCGS. Boldly struck except for the obverse stars, with 
intense, satiny luster that is virtually unimpeded by toning. Just a 
hint of charcoal color clings to the peripheral devices. Population: 27 
in 65, 9 finer. 

189 1873 Arrows-Rim Damage-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 45. 
Essentially brilliant with much of the original luster still in evidence. 

190 1873-CC Arrows Fine 12 NGC. In addition to its status as the only 
CC-mint delivery of the 1873-74 subtype, the 1873-CC Arrows 
Seated quarter is a low mintage (12,462 pieces), poorly preserved 
issue that is infrequently offered in any grade. Although extensively 
worn, this coin is free of individually conspicuous circulation marks. 
Dark russet and charcoal highlights are noted about the rims, but the 
overall appearance is one of slate-gray color. 

191 1877-S MS 65 NGC. A bold striking with terrific cartwheel luster 
beneath rich iridescent shades of crimson, copper-gold, and sea- 
green. Despite a mintage of nearly 9 million pieces, Gems are sur¬ 
prisingly scarce.

193 1855 Arrows PR 64 NGC. Writing in 1977, Walter Breen speculat¬ 
ed that possibly as many as 20 proof 1855 Arrows quarters survive 
out of an unknown original mintage. If one is to believe this number, 
then many of the extant coins must be impaired pieces since both 
major grading services combined report only 11 coins in all grades. 
An important bidding opportunity for the specialist, this lot high¬ 
lights a brilliant, deeply mirrored specimen. As befits the grade, 
there are no individually mentionable hairlines on either side. This 
coin's desirability is further enhanced by its status as an advanced 
type coin candidate. 

194 1859 PR 63 PCGS. Deep cobalt-blue toning envelops the fields with 
lavender halos over the central devices. The reflectivity of the sur¬ 
faces is largely concealed by the toning, but the razor sharp striking 
detail leaves little doubt as to this coin's proof status. A scarce early 
proof issue and a find for the Seated quarter specialist. 

195 1874 Arrows PR 65 NGC. This coin exhibits light, silver-gray pati¬ 
na over glassy fields. The devices are moderately frosted and both 
sides are distraction-free. An important Gem quality representative 
of this two-year type. (See Color Photo) 

196 1883 PR 66 PCGS. Both sides are rather deeply toned in rose-gray 
and lilac shades, with flashes of blue-green iridescence at the bor¬ 
ders.

197 1887 PR 65 PCGS. Modestly reflective beneath a mixture of steel- 
violet and sea-green toning that is of equal intensity on both obverse 
and reverse.

Some hazy golden toning 
covers each side of this well struck Gem. Popular type coin. 

206 1917 Type Two MS 64 Full Head PCGS. Almost entirely brilliant 
with smooth, creamy luster and minimally abraded surfaces. 

207 1920 MS 63 ANACS. A colorful layer of reddish-golden patina 
deepens toward the borders. 

208 1923-S MS 63 Full Head PCGS. Despite a low mintage of 1.3 mil¬ 
lion pieces, this S-mint issue is quite difficult to locate with Full 
Head details. The present example exhibits swirling frosty luster and 
razor sharp definition beneath light champagne-gold iridescence. 

209 1924-S MS 66 Full Head PCGS. The '24-S Standing Liberty is a 
prized commodity in any Full Head level of preservation. This won- 
drously original specimen exhibits champagne-gray patina that 
yields to electric-blue, iridescent-pink, and gold hues about the bor¬ 
ders. Although the strike wanes over Liberty’s gown lines and the 
eagle's breast feathers, the all-important head features are razor 
sharp throughout. A crack is noted through the upper date, although 
this early die state representative exhibits complete digits. In sum, 
the aesthetic allure of this frosty piece will captivate even the most 
casual observer. Population: 7 in 66, none finer. 

210 1926 MS 63 ANACS. Well struck, particularly in the head area and 
showing some medium russet color on each side. 

211 1926 MS 66 Full Head PCGS. Boldly struck in all areas, an unusu¬ 
al quality on the '26-P quarter, with frosty, untoned centers and a del¬ 
icate halo of golden color at the margins. Population: 7 in 66, none 
finer. 

212 1929-S MS 67 NGC. The smooth surfaces of this S-mint quarter 
really need to be seen to be appreciated. Whirlpool luster effects 
swirl around both sides with delicate golden and russet iridescence 
throughout. With the exception of Liberty’s head, the devices are 
nicely struck for the issue. NGC and PCGS combined report only 13 
examples in MS 67 with none finer. 

213 1930 MS 62 ANACS. Somewhat softly struck on the highpoints of 
the design. A moderately toned, original example.

214 1935-S MS 63 NGC. A nicely toned, fully original example. 

215 1937-D MS 65 PCGS. Bright mint luster beneath a light, even lay¬ 
ering of color. A couple of tiny milling marks limit the grade. 

216 1939-D MS 66 PCGS. Superbly original with some light golden 
color deepening toward the borders. Essentially defect-free. 

217 1947-D MS 67 PCGS. Lustrous and essentially brilliant, both sides 
boast uncommonly smooth surfaces. 
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CERTIFIED PROOF WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

218 1938 PR 65 PCGS. Dusky-gray patina envelops both sides of this 
uniformly glassy example. 

219 1939 PR 65 PCGS. Smooth and snappy, the surfaces reveal dappled 
tan-gold shades that deepen at certain angles. 

220 1942 PR 66 PCGS. Isolated golden toning swirls about the right 
peripheries interrupt the otherwise flashy, silver-white surfaces.

Fully original with 
olive-gray patina and ample remaining definition.

226 1840-0 XF 45 ANACS. An attractive, problem-free coin for the 
grade, both sides show mottled golden-russet patina that deepens in 
select peripheral areas. 

227 1846 Tall Date AU 50 ANACS. Spiked 4. Breen-4790. In his Ency¬ 
clopedia, Breen describes this variety as "rare” and asserts that the 
spike on the crossbar of the 4 may be the remains of a misplaced 
date. A minimally marked coin despite having seen light circulation, 
both sides are bright and lustrous beneath delicate golden-gray iri¬ 
descence. 

228 1846-0 Medium Date XF 45 ANACS. Swirls of antique-copper and 
electric-blue toning compete for dominance on both sides of this 
original example. 

229 1848-0 XF 40 ANACS. The splotchy lavender-gray and cobalt-blue 
toning is more extensive on the obverse of this problem-free exam¬ 
ple. 

230 1853 Arrows and Rays AU 50 NGC. There are no individually dis¬ 
tracting abrasions on either side of this lightly toned survivor. An 
affordable, yet lightly worn representative of this popular one-year 
type. 

231 1854-0 Arrows AU 53 NGC. Even olive-gray patina envelops the 
minimally worn surfaces. Problem-free for the grade. 

232 1855-0 Arrows AU 50 NGC. The nicely defined surfaces exhibit 
minimally marked features beneath pale slate-gray patina. 

233 1860 VF 35 NGC, charcoal-gray in color and rather dark; and an 
1865-S VF 25 PCGS, evenly worn with scattered circulation marks 
and olive-gray patina in the recessed areas.

239 1857 PR 64 PCGS. Although we do not know the original mintage 
figure, numismatic scholars are fairly certain that only 20-25 1857 
proof half dollars are extant today. This is an original survivor whose 
surfaces sparkle beneath apricot and blue-green shades that are more 
extensive on the reverse. A sharply struck, pristine, and appealing 
coin for the Seated half dollar specialist. 

240 1869 PR 65 NGC. Although extremely well preserved, the watery 
surfaces are partially subdued by a deep coating of rose-gray and iri¬ 
descent blue toning. Population: 11 in 65, 13 finer. 

241 1874 Arrows PR 63 PCGS. A watery specimen that is layered in 
hazy gray and golden patina that has a subduing effect from most 
angles. Affordable quality for this two-year proof type. 

242 1886 PR 66 PCGS. Handsomely toned with an almost medallic-like 
appearance, displaying broad, squared-off edges and razor sharp fea¬ 
tures. A virtually unsurpassable example of this popular, low total 
mintage date. Population: 11 in 66, 2 finer.

243 1894-0 MS 65 NGC. Since the 1894-0 was not preserved in sig¬ 
nificant numbers at the time of issue, it is little wonder that its certi¬ 
fied population diminishes rapidly above the near-Gem level.

Satiny and relatively mark-free with muted 
dusky-gray patina. This is a sharply struck coin for Mint State type 
purposes.

The bold overall striking definition is typical of the Philadel¬ 
phia Mint and the originally preserved surfaces exhibit mottled lilac 
iridescence over the obverse. A no-questions Gem.

251 1912 PR 65 PCGS. Speckled gunmetal-gray toning embraces both 
sides, with deeper sea-green flashes here and there at the borders. A 
well mirrored, Gem representative. Population: 12 in 65, 17 finer. 

CERTIFIED WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

252 1920-S MS 66 NGC. This coin was previously offered as lot 261 in 
our February 2000 Fort Lauderdale Bullet Auction, where it was cat¬ 
aloged as: "Precious few 1920-S Walking Liberty halves show even 
half of the detail that characterizes both sides of this frosty Gem. The 
surfaces are mark-free and blanketed with mottled silver-gray, pow¬ 
der-blue, and apricot iridescence. A definite find for the Walking 
Liberty specialist who demands the utmost in technical and aesthet¬ 
ic appeal for his/her collection." NGC and PCGS combined report 
only 8 examples in MS 66 with a lone MS 67 NGC specimen finer. 

253 1934 MS 66 PCGS. Very well struck for the series, the frosty sur¬ 
faces exhibit rich tan-gold, lilac, and powder-blue toning swirls.

254 1934-D MS 65 PCGS. Untoned with bright, satiny luster and the 
usual softness on Liberty’s head, otherwise being very well detailed.

286 1860-0 MS 64 NGC. Much cleaner than the typical Mint State 
1860-0 Seated dollar that emerged from Treasury holdings in the 
1960s, this is an intensely lustrous near-Gem with few noticeable 
bagmarks. The devices are rather well struck and both sides display 
radiant cartwheel effects with moderately brighter fields. Lightly 
toned, original, and attractive. 

287 1861 MS 64 PCGS. Although the Mint Act of February 21, 1853 
reduced the weight of the half dime, dime, quarter, and half dollar, 
the silver dollar remained unchanged as the unit of our coinage sys¬ 
tem. This curious omission resulted in the Seated dollar's disappear¬ 
ance from everyday circulation and its development into a "Trade" 
dollar. By 1861, the precedent of exportation and melting was firm¬ 
ly entrenched and most of the 77,500 business strikes produced by 
the Philadelphia Mint this year suffered the same fate. 

A simply gorgeous coin for the toning enthusiast, both sides are 
awash in lavender-gray patina with blushes of sea-green and russet 
shades about the peripheries. The strike is razor sharp throughout 
and the surfaces are devoid of all but the most trivial, well concealed 
abrasions.

Very well struck with no particular area of 
deficiency, unlike many Uncirculated examples of this issue. Lus¬ 
trous, relatively unabraded surfaces display a moderate amount of 
mottled golden-orange and lilac toning.

1880/79-S MS 64 NGC, VAM-9, Large S, Top 100 Variety, five 
examples, all are typically frosted for the issue with sharply struck, 
minimally marked features. (Total: 5 coins) 

1881- S MS 64 PCGS. Lightly toned about the lower left obverse rim 
with typically bold striking detail. 

1881- S MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. This black and white 
cameo Morgan displays razor sharp striking definition and essen¬ 
tially untoned surfaces. 

1882- CC MS 64 PCGS. White and frosty with a sharp impression. 

1882-CC MS 64 NGC. Bright and frosty with a few luster grazes on 
the obverse.

The thickly frosted, 
snappy devices contrast nicely with the deep, watery fields. 

1885- CC MS 64 ANACS. Clean for the grade with some rich sun¬

1885-0 MS 65 ANACS. Sharp and lustrous with a slight amount of 
golden border color. 

1885- S MS 66 NGC. Several years after the release of the Redfield 
hoard, roll quantities of Uncirculated '85-S Morgans were still avail¬ 
able on a semi-regular basis. The quality of these pieces was invari¬ 
ably inferior, always liberally abraded, and often with flatness in the 
centers.

319 1889-CC VF 35 PCGS. Rich lavender-gray patina envelops both 
sides of this moderately circulated, key date Morgan. There are no 
individually bothersome abrasions and all major features show ade¬ 
quate remaining detail. 

320 1889-CC AU 58 ANACS. Since many of the 350,000 Morgan dol¬ 
lars produced at the Carson City Mint in 1889 saw extensive circu¬ 
lation, examples in or near Mint State are of the utmost desirability 
among specialists.

321 1889-S MS 64 PCGS. Pale lilac patina is seen on each side of this 
minimally marked example. 

322 1890 MS 65 NGC. Readily available in lower grades, the 1890 Mor¬ 
gan dollar is an elusive issue at the Gem level despite an original 
mintage of more than 16.8 million pieces. This is a frosty, sharply 
struck example whose surfaces are free of both toning and distract¬ 
ing bagmarks. 

323 1890-0 MS 64 NGC. The nearly pristine surfaces are thickly frost¬ 
ed and lightly toned. 

324 1890-S MS 65 PCGS. Boldly lustrous and snappy, the surfaces are 
undeniably smooth. The reverse is essentially brilliant, but the 
obverse exhibits a decided golden-gray cast. 

325 1 891 MS 64 PCGS. This nearly brilliant Morgan is free of criticism 
in terms of both striking definition and luster quality. Despite a few 
wispy abrasions, the surfaces are distraction-free and temptingly 
close to a coveted Gem grade. 

326 1891-CC MS 64 PCGS. Satiny surfaces, just the slightest hint of 
patina shows on the reverse. Popular, affordable CC issue. 

327 1891-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Untoned with clean, 
chalk-white features and moderately reflective fields that have 
picked up a few scattered blemishes, the most obvious being a shal¬ 
low scrape behind Liberty's head. Population: 28 in 64, 1 finer. 

328 1892 MS 63 NGC. Exceptionally well defined for this normally 
weak issue. Both sides are snow-white and highly lustrous. 

329 1892 MS 63 PCGS. The frosty surfaces are essentially untoned with 
scattered bagmarks. 

330 1892-0 MS 64 PCGS. Although not complete, the strike is quite 
bold for the New Orleans Mint. Both sides are fully frosted with 
smooth, untoned features. 

331 1892-S XF 45 PCGS. Boldly struck, light dove-gray toning conceals 
both the scattered abrasions and the blushes of remaining luster at 
most angles. 

332 1892-S AU 55 NGC. Untoned and typically abraded for the grade, 
the surfaces reveal traces of remaining luster at certain angles. 
Although common in lower grades, the '92-S Morgan is a prized 
commodity at the Choice About Uncirculated level. 

333 1893 MS 61 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Untoned through the 
centers, with bright, watery mirrors and a trace of reddish-brown 
peripheral color. The surfaces on this rare DMPL dollar show few 
appreciable marks, just a slight scuffiness overall. 

334 1893-CC MS 63 PCGS. The otherwise smoky-lilac iridescence 
yields to deeper golden-russet shades about the lower left reverse. 
Although not complete, the strike is adequate for both the series and 
the issue and neither side exhibits any unduly detracting abrasions. 
Fully frosted with moderate brightness in the fields. This is a pleas¬ 
ing, Select BU survivor of this popular final-year CC-mint Morgan. 
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1894 MS 62 PCGS. Suitably struck for the issue with somewhat 
muted, slate-gray color. There are a few scattered abrasions, none of 
which are worthy of individual mention. With a mintage of only 
110,000 business strikes, this P-mint Morgan is difficult to locate in 
any Mint State grade. 

1894 MS 63 NGC. An especially attractive piece for the grade, this 
coin exhibits a few small abrasions on the obverse that preclude a 
near-Gem designation. The reverse features are well defined, and 
some typical softness shows over the ear on the obverse. Both sides 
are white and completely untoned. An important issue that is seldom 
seen finer than this specimen. 

1894- 0 MS 62 PCGS. A difficult issue to locate in the preferred 
Mint State grades, this is an attractive coin despite a few scattered 
bagmarks. Both sides are suitably lustrous with delicate lilac and 
gold overtones. 

1895- 0 AU 50 ANACS. A bit softly struck with traces of rose pati¬ 
na about the peripheral stars and lettering. 

1895- S—Scratched—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU 55. Untoned 
with a mildly reflective finish on the reverse. Two unfortunate 
scratches on the obverse should not appreciably detract from this 
scarce issue's salability. 

1896 MS 66 NGC. This is an attractive, mark-free Gem that com¬ 
bines a uniformly frosted obverse with a sparkling, prooflike 
reverse. The strike is needle sharp throughout. 

1896- 0 MS 63 PCGS. The 1896-0 is a conditionally scarce New 
Orleans issue that has a propensity for substandard strike and luster 
characteristics when located in Uncirculated grades. This is a much 
above average Mint State specimen that is blanketed with iridescent, 
reddish-gold, gray-violet, ice-blue, and green toning. Intense cart¬ 
wheel luster enhances the well defined devices. 

1896-S MS 64 PCGS. This lot offers an important and elusive near- 
Gem survivor of this conditionally challenging S-mint issue. The 
lightly patinated surfaces are bright and lustrous with swirling 
whirlpool effects. As befits the grade, there are no individually men- 
tionable abrasions. PCGS reports only 30 examples above the pre¬ 
sent grade level. 

1899- 0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. The boldly impressed 
surfaces reveal little contrast between the fields and the devices.

1901- S MS 64 PCGS. Quite sharp for this scarcer S-mint, with only 
a bit of silver-gray color over each side. 

1902 MS 66 NGC. There are no detracting bagmarks on either side 
of this frosty-white Morgan. Nicely struck and with eye appeal to 
spare. 

1903 MS 65 PCGS. Fully brilliant with excellent sharpness in the 
centers. 

1921-D MS 66 NGC. This is an essentially brilliant example whose 
frosty surfaces exhibit above average striking detail and uncom¬ 
monly clean features. All but unknown finer. 

1921-S MS 65 PCGS. Although the San Francisco Mint produced 
more than 21 million silver dollars in 1921, carefully preserved, 
attractive survivors are surprisingly elusive in today's market.

352 1921 MS 64 PCGS. Adequately struck, both sides are lightly pati- 
nated and free of bothersome bagmarks. 

353 1921 MS 64 PCGS. The pale golden surfaces show essentially pris¬ 
tine features and above average striking detail for this normally 
poorly produced first-year issue. 

354 1922-D MS 66 NGC. Common in lower grades, this high mintage 
issue becomes scarce to rare above the MS 65 level. This is a light¬ 
ly toned, yet essentially brilliant specimen whose devices are 
uncommonly well struck for a branch mint example. The thick 
endowment of mint luster rolls gently around both sides uninhibited 
by sizeable abrasions. 

355 1923 MS 66 PCGS. Essentially untoned with frosty features that 
offer excellent sharpness and a refreshing absence of blemishes. 

356 1923-D MS 65 PCGS. A creamy-white Gem that displays uncom¬ 
mon vibrancy for this conditionally scarce Denver issue and a bare 
minimum of surface marks. 

357 1925-S MS 64 PCGS. White and lustrous, displaying better than 
average sharpness for this often mushy issue. 

358 1926-D MS 65 NGC. Both sides are typically snappy for the issue 
with frosty, nearly untoned features. Mark-free with some claim to 
an even higher grade. 

359 1934 MS 65 PCGS. Typically sharp with a uniformly bright, satiny 
appearance and only the slightest luster graze on Liberty’s cheek.

361 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 64 PCGS. A lovely 
near-Gem example of this conditionally challenging commemora¬ 
tive issue, both sides exhibit a soft, golden-yellow appearance. The 
surfaces are satiny in texture and there do not appear to be any dis¬ 
tractions that would rule out an even higher grade. 

362 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Competing swirls of golden- 
rose and copper-orange patina give this coin memorable eye appeal 
for even the MS 64 grade. 

363 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Golden-rose in color, the lus¬ 
trous features do not seem to reveal any grade-limiting distractions. 

364 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. The richly frosted surfaces 
display intense orange-gold coloration that deepens somewhat 
toward the borders. This sharply struck example has the eye appeal 
of an even higher grade.

365 1851 MS 64 NGC. Very well struck with pleasing color and vibrant, 
satiny luster. Only the normal quota of scattered field marks limits 
the grade. 

366 1853 MS 67 NGC. The Philadelphia Mint produced 4,076,051 gold 
dollars in 1853. Since this is a sizeable mintage, it is little wonder 
that survivors are among the most plentiful Type One gold dollars in 
today's market. While are a number of Gem and Superb Gem quali¬ 
ty pieces are known, they are quite scarce when compared to the 
number of collectors who are pursuing high grade type sets. This 
deeply colored, crimson-gold example shares the MS 67 level with 
only 6 other coins between both NGC and PCGS, and it is bettered 
by 4 pieces. The surfaces are thickly frosted and both sides shimmer 
with cartwheel effects. Boldly struck with needle sharp definition 
throughout. (See Color Photo) 
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367 1854 Type Two MS 61 NGC. The 1854 Type Two gold dollar is an 
elusive issue in Mint State given the unflagging demand from high 
quality type collectors and gold specialists alike. There are a few 
wispy abrasions in the obverse field, but the subdued orange-gold 
surfaces seem to account for the grade. 

368 1855-C AU 53 NGC. The 1855-C yields to only the 1849-C Open 
Wreath for high grade rarity honors among C-mint gold dollars. The 
typical survivor of this low mintage (9,803 pieces) issue in today's 
market is apt to grade no higher than VF. In About Uncirculated, the 
extant population drops to 10-12 coins and in Mint State even an 
estimate of four pieces is on the liberal side. Although not in the 
Condition Census for the issue, this is an important coin for the gold 
specialist. The surfaces show the clashmarks (as struck) that typify 
many Type Two gold dollars, but there no unduly distracting circu¬ 
lation marks. Honey-gold in color, both sides boast ample remaining 
definition.

369 1864 PR 64 PCGS. While the year 1864 gamers most of its histor¬ 
ical significance from such Civil War battles as Kennesaw Mountain 
and the Wilderness, it also witnessed the production of some of the 
Philadelphia Mint's rarest and most desirable coins. With a mintage 
of 50 pieces and an extant population of 12-13 pieces, the 1864 
proof gold dollar is one such issue. The present representative 
exhibits deep, green-gold coloration and intense cameo contrast. The 
sharply struck devices and smooth features combine to ensure this 
coin's status as one of the finest examples available to today’s col¬ 
lectors. (See Color Photo) 

370 1886 PR 65 PCGS. An amply mirrored specimen that is essentially 
void of hairlines and is further enhanced by golden-orange accents 
on each side. The eye appeal of this dazzling proof type coin is sim¬ 
ply outstanding. Although 1,016 proofs were struck, Gem or better 
survivors probably represent fewer than five percent of the original 
mintage. Population: 24 in 65, 12 finer.

371 1843 AU 50 PCGS. Despite its "common" status, the 1843 quarter 
eagle is infrequently offered in attractive levels of preservation. This 
lightly worn example is free of mentionable circulation marks and 
both sides show ample remaining definition. Honey-gold in color. 

372 1846 XF 40 PCGS. Only 21,598 quarter eagles were struck in the 
Philadelphia Mint in 1846 and survivors are elusive in all grades. 
This is a lightly worn example whose yellow-gold surfaces show no 
more than the expected number of small abrasions for the grade. 

373 1846-0 AU 58 NGC. Although poorly struck, as befits the issue, the 
present coin is one of the 15 About Uncirculated 1846-0 quarter 
eagles believed extant out of an original delivery of only 62,000 
pieces. The scattered abrasions are neither sizeable nor individually 
distracting and the surfaces glow with original green-gold col¬ 
oration. A conditionally challenging and underrated O-mint issue. 

374 1849-C AU 58 PCGS. Although overlooked for many years, the 
1849-C is among the most difficult C-mint quarter eagles to locate 
in any grade and survivors are apt to grade no higher than XF 45. At 
the near-Mint level, this issue is unquestionably rare. This is a bright 
green-gold example whose surfaces are minimally abraded and 
boast above average eye appeal for a product of the North Carolina 
branch mint. Population: 3 in 58, 2 finer. 
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375 1853 MS 63 NGC. Frosty with deep orange-gold color, the smooth 
surfaces have the look of a near-Gem. The strike is bold and free of 
criticism. 

376 1857 MS 62 NGC. Like most P-mint quarter eagles from the 1850s, 
the 1857 is relatively obtainable in worn condition, yet it is scarce to 
rare in mint condition. A minimally marked coin for the grade, below 
average striking definition is the only mentionable detraction. Both 
sides are lustrous and golden-rose in color.

377 1859-S MS 61 NGC. Fully lustrous and bright with normal, but not 389 

excessive striking softness over the central reverse. Delicate cham¬ 
pagne overtones are noted on both sides, but the overall appearance 
is one of yellow-gold color. There are remarkably few abrasions for 390 
the grade. Between 100 and 125 1859-S quarter eagles are believed 
extant out of an original mintage of only 15,200 pieces. NGC and 
PCGS combined report a scant total of 12 coins in all Mint State 
grades. 


378 1861 Old Reverse MS 61 NGC. According to Akers, the 1861 Old 

Reverse is the second rarest Liberty quarter eagle after the 1866-S 
Modified Reverse. Although a few more examples have probably 
surfaced since the time of his writing, Akers population estimate of 
6 pieces is probably still close to reality. An important coin for the 
gold specialist, this frosty example displays original yellow-gold 
color and faint copper patination. Scattered abrasions account for the 
grade, none of which are worthy of individual concern.

however, show some striking softness in the center. There are a few 
scattered abrasions and the overall color is yellow-gold in shade.

380 1867-S XF 40 PCGS. Between 115 and 125 1867-S quarter eagles 
are believed extant out of an original mintage of only 28,000 pieces.

381 1869 XF 40 PCGS. This is a lightly worn, yet attractive gold coin 
that shows considerable remaining definition. Golden-tan in color 
with no problems for the grade. According to Akers, this low 
mintage (4,320 pieces) P-mint issue registers an extant population of 
fewer than 100 coins. 
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382 1869-S MS 61 NGC. Since most surviving 1869-S quarter eagles 

grade XF, it is little wonder that this issue is a noteworthy rarity at 
the About Uncirculated and Mint State levels. What's more, this 
issue is among the most poorly produced quarter eagles from the San 
Francisco Mint. While the present coin is not fully struck, the defin¬ 
ition is quite sharp with the exception of the eagle's neck and left 
(facing) leg feathers. The surfaces are minimally marked for the 
grade with ample mint luster and modest cartwheel effects. One of 
only 29,500 pieces produced. Population: 5 in 61, only 3 finer. 
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383 1872-S AU 58 PCGS. The 1872-S, of which only 18,000 pieces 
were originally delivered, is a major rarity in the quarter eagle series 
above the XF level. Akers notes that no more than 175 examples are 
extant in all grades, and the number drops to six above AU 58. An 
important near-Mint representative for the gold specialist, this yel¬ 
low-gold survivor is bright, lustrous, and sharply struck. The lack of 
sizeable circulation marks gives this coin the eye appeal of an Uncir¬ 
culated grade. 

384 1873-S AU 50 NGC. Survivors of this low mintage (27,000 pieces) 
S-mint issue are scarce to rare in all grades. This is a lightly worn, 
yet desirable coin whose surfaces show rich crimson-gold patina¬ 
tion. Relatively clean for a circulated gold coin with crisp overall 
definition. 

385 1880 AU 55 NGC. The prooflike finish is indicative of this P-mint 
issue. The boldly struck surfaces show the expected number of small 
abrasions and the color alternates between yellow-gold and crimson- 
gold as the coin rotates beneath a light. One of only 2,996 pieces 
produced and desirable as such. 

386 1897 MS 63 PCGS. The bright, snappy surfaces alternate between 
green-gold and orange-gold shades as the coin rotates beneath the 
light. Easily within the near-Gem category were it not for a well con¬ 
cealed scrape just inside the upper obverse denticles. 
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1900 MS 64 PCGS. This is a frosty, sharply struck coin whose pris¬ 
tine surfaces are suggestive of an even higher grade. 

1900 MS 66 PCGS. High quality type collectors who have been 
searching for a Liberty quarter eagle to add to their collections need 
look no further than the present lot. This coin offers it all: intensely 
lustrous surfaces, mark-free features, and powerful striking defini¬ 
tion. Original golden-rose patination only enhances this specimen's 
already pleasing eye appeal. 

1901 MS 64 NGC. The lustrous, golden-rose features are at the 
threshold of a full Gem grade. 

1902 MS 62 NGC. Bright and lustrous, the premium quality surfaces 
are bathed in rich orange-gold coloration. 

1903 MS 63 NGC. Orange-gold in color with fulsome mint luster 
and relatively few abrasions for the Select grade. 

1903 MS 65 NGC. The attractive, expertly preserved surfaces of 
this quarter eagle deserve nothing less than the MS 65 grade. The 
devices are sharply struck and the color is essentially green-gold in 
hue. A strong candidate for inclusion in the finest type set. 

1905 MS 64 NGC. There do not appear to be any detracting features 
that would bar this lustrous piece from a full Gem grade. 

1906 MS 63 PCGS. Frosty and snappy with a few wispy abrasions 
in the fields. 

1907 MS 65 PCGS. This is a lovely, yellow-gold Gem whose sur¬ 
faces glow with mint luster. Boldly struck, as always, both sides are 
free of distracting post-production impairments. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 


1908 MS 63 PCGS. Relatively well struck for the series, the surfaces 
are remarkably abrasion-free for the Select grade. Always popular 
for first-year type purposes. 

1910 MS 64 NGC. Sparkling mint luster with lovely reddish-orange 
color and only the slightest marks. 

1911 MS 63 PCGS. Richly colored in olive-gold shades with 
brighter orange overtones. Sharply struck with the normal number of 
small abrasions in the reverse field. 

1912 MS 63 NGC. Highly lustrous and well struck without any seri¬ 
ous detractions. 

1912 MS 63 NGC. Quite clean for the grade with sharply struck 
devices. The 1912 is one of the more difficult Indian quarter eagles 
to locate in the preferred Mint State grades. 

1913 MS 63 PCGS. The somewhat subdued, honey-gold surfaces 
show remarkably few abrasions for the MS 63 grade. 

1913 MS 63 NGC. The surfaces are bright and original with a few 
wispy bagmarks in the reverse field. 

1914 MS 62 NGC. Sharply struck with medium yellow-gold color 
and a few well scattered abrasions. A pleasing Mint State represen¬ 
tative of this, the most elusive P-mint issue in the Indian quarter 
eagle series. 

1914 MS 63 NGC. After the 1911-D, the 1914 boasts the second 
lowest mintage (240,000 business strikes) in the Indian quarter eagle 
series. Understandably scarce in the preferred Mint State grades, this 
is an important coin for the 20th century gold specialist. Both sides 
are crisply defined with pleasing yellow-gold coloration. Curiously 
free of abrasions for the grade and undeniably attractive. 

1914-D MS 63 NGC. Typically struck with adequate luster and no 
individually mentionable abrasions. 

1914-D MS 63 NGC. Nice luster and clean with just a touch of soft¬ 
ness showing on the obverse.

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407 1915 MS 63 PCGS. Pale powder-blue accents interrupt the other¬ 
wise golden-rose surfaces of this lightly marked specimen. 

408 1915 MS 63 NGC. Bright and golden-rose in color with a few too 
many wispy abrasions to warrant a higher grade. 

409 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. The sharply struck, lustrous surfaces have the 
look of a full Gem grade. Champagne-gold in color. 

410 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. Hallmark striking softness on the Indian's 
headdress is the only mendonable distraction on this lustrous and 
otherwise attractive near-Gem. 

411 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. Sharply defined in all areas and displaying 
bright, lustrous surfaces. 

412 1926 MS 63 PCGS. Although fully lustrous, the surfaces display a 
few too many wispy bagmarks to qualify for a higher grade. 

413 1926 MS 64 PCGS. Rich reddish-golden patina, a couple of small 
marks on the reverse limit the grade. 

414 1926 MS 64 NGC. Fully lustrous and sharply defined. One contact 
mark is located in the reverse field. 

415 1926 MS 64 PCGS. Richly patinated with a near absence of visible 
impairments. A conservatively graded specimen. 

416 1927 MS 63 PCGS. Deep orange-gold and violet shades are noted 
on both sides of this powerfully struck quarter eagle. 

417 1928 MS 63 PCGS. The grade-limiting abrasions are neither plenti¬ 
ful nor sizeable. Nicely struck with warm golden-rose overtones. 

418 1929 MS 62 ANACS. Suitably lustrous for the issue with above 
average striking definition, there are a few noticeable abrasions in 
the upper reverse field. 

419 1929 MS 63 PCGS. There are neither sizeable abrasions nor luster 
deficiencies on either side on this premium quality example. 

420 1929 MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck for the series and relatively lus¬ 
trous for the grade. 

CERTIFIED THREE DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 


421 1854-D $3 AU 58 NGC. Typically struck, the otherwise green-gold 

surfaces display attractive orange overtones at certain angles. Both 
sides are curiously free of distracting abrasions for a circulated gold 
coin. Bright and satiny, this is an desirable survivor of this solitary 
D-mint three dollar issue. 

Only 1,120 1854-D three dollar gold pieces were originally pro¬ 
duced, most of which saw extensive circulation. Although low grade 
examples are somewhat more available than generally acknowl¬ 
edged, this issue is a significant rarity above the XF 45 level. We 
know of only two Mint State examples, one of which last appeared 
as lot 2277 in the Piedmont Sale (Superior, 1/96). The coin had been 
graded MS 61 by PCGS and it realized $72,600. The second piece, 
an MS 61 NGC, realized $63,000 as lot 7879 in our January 1999 
FUN Sale. 

There is a tie for second place in the Condition Census between 
several near-Mint survivors. Included are: 

January 1994 Public Auction Sale (Stack's, 1/94), lot 1065. 
Graded Choice XF at the time of the auction, the coin has since been 
certified AU 58 by PCGS. 

North Georgia Collection (Heritage, 1/99), lot 7664, where it 
realized $57,500. Graded AU 58 by PCGS. 

William Miller Collection (Heritage, 2/99), lot 6217, where it 
realized $32,500. Certified AU 58 by PCGS. 

1999 Chicago ANA Sale (Heritage, 8/99), lot 7663, where it 
realized $33,350. Graded AU 58 by PCGS. 

The present example, pedigree unknown, but identifiable by a 
small abrasion in the obverse field after the F in OF. 
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422 1856-S AU 53 NGC. This issue's original mintage of 34,500 pieces 
is the fifth highest in the entire three dollar gold series. Lest this fool 
the novice collector, we caution bidders that the majority of sur¬ 
vivors in today's market grade VF or below. As such, the problem- 
free AU example offered here should elicit strong bids from gold 
specialists. Neither side exhibits any unduly bothersome abrasions 
and there is ample remaining luster. Lightly, yet evenly worn across 
only the highest points. 

423 1874 MS 64 PCGS. The certified population of this popular issue 
drops off markedly above the MS 63 level. This is a beautiful, fully 
frosted coin whose surfaces sparkle with yellow-gold coloration. 
There are no bothersome abrasions and the bold strike is free of crit¬ 
icism. A strong candidate for inclusion in a high quality type set. 

424 1878 MS 62 NGC. An important find for the Mint State type col¬ 
lector, this is a remarkably lustrous coin for the grade. Both sides 
display no more than the expected number of small abrasions and the 
strike is razor sharp over most features. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


425 1852 MS 61 PCGS. Light golden surfaces are very well struck for 
the issue and without serious blemishes. Although not overly scarce 
as an issue, the 1852 is a widely collected No Motto half eagle. Pop¬ 
ulation: 7 in 61, 28 finer. 

426 1852-C MS 62 NGC. While the typically encountered 1852-C half 
eagle is apt to be a heavily abraded XF example, this lot offers a 
remarkably smooth and attractive Mint State survivor. The luster is 
typically dull for the issue with modest prooflike tendencies in the 
fields. Quite well impressed throughout, the central features show 
above average definition. Winter lists an MS 62 NGC example in a 
New York collection in the Condition Census for the issue, but we 
have been unable to trace the pedigree of this important specimen. 

427 1879-S AU 58 NGC. Frosty and orange-gold in color, the surfaces 
show ample remaining definition and numerous small abrasions. 

428 1880-S MS 63 NGC. Richly toned with a bold impression. A perfect, 
affordable type coin. 

429 1881 MS 63 NGC. Lightly abraded throughout with a slightly deep¬ 
er halo of golden-rose color about the peripheries. 

430 1881 MS 64 NGC. A ring of yellow-gold color can be seen about the 
peripheries. 

431 1882 MS 63 NGC. Sharp and lustrous, a single black grease stain (as 
struck) is noted on the reverse. 

432 1884 MS 63 PCGS. Bright and satiny with just a few minor contact 
marks. An often overlooked P-mint issue, the 1884 is second in Mint 
State scarcity only to the tiny mintage 1889 among Philadelphia half 
eagles from this decade. Population: 8 in 63, 2 finer. 

433 1884-S MS 64 NGC. A true condition rarity among later date Lib¬ 
erty half eagles, this near-Gem is among the finest certified sur¬ 
vivors available to today's gold collectors. The lustrous surfaces 
exhibit appealing yellow-gold coloration a and smooth, satiny tex¬ 
ture. The few bagmarks that are present are small and well con¬ 
cealed. Both major grading services report only nine examples in 
MS 64 with none finer. 
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434 1886-S MS 64 NGC. This is a typical near-Gem with no distracting 
blemishes and swirling frosty luster. NGC and PCGS combined 
report only 21 examples above the present level. 

435 1887-S MS 63 NGC. Slightly subdued, a halo of yellow-golden pati¬ 
na circles the pink-gold centers. 

436 1887-S MS 63 NGC. Deep orange-gold color and intense mint lus¬ 
ter elevate the eye appeal of this half eagle above the Select BU 
level. 

437 1892-CC MS 62 PCGS. Produced in limited numbers, this issue is 
the scarcest of the four Carson City half eagles from the 1890s. Win¬ 
ter estimates that only 25-35 pieces are extant in all Mint State 
grades, most of which fall at or below the present level. This is a typ¬ 
ically abraded coin for the grade whose yellow-gold obverse con¬ 
trasts nicely with the deeper, crimson-gold colored reverse. The 
swirling cartwheel effects accent the powerfully struck devices. A 
definite find for the high quality gold date collector. 

438 1892-S MS 63 PCGS. The '92-S half eagle is of comparable rarity 
to its silver dollar counterpart in Uncirculated grades, but cannot 
compete with the cartwheel's demand. This piece exhibits bright lus¬ 
ter with few appreciable marks. Population: 14 in 63,4 finer. 

439 1895 MS 64 NGC. Typically mark-free for the grade, the crimson- 
gold surfaces exhibit sharply struck devices. A find for the high qual¬ 
ity gold collector who does not want to spend significantly more for 
a full Gem specimen. 

440 1895 MS 65 NGC. Uncommonly clean for the issue with strongly 
impressed devices and original golden-rose patination. Common in 
lower grades, the 1895 is remarkably elusive at the Gem level 
despite a respectable original mintage of more than 1.3 million 
pieces. Population: 15 in 65, only 3 finer. 

441 1898 MS 63 NGC. Pronounced green-gold overtones blanket the 
otherwise golden surfaces. Well struck throughout. 

442 1899 MS 64 PCGS. Thickly frosted and carefully preserved, this is 
an undeniable near-Gem example. 

443 1900 MS 64 PCGS. An especially vibrant, satiny specimen that is 
just a few trivial field marks from Gem quality. 

444 1900 MS 64 NGC. A well struck, near-Gem example of this popular 
tum-of-the-century date. Bright luster and nearly mark-free with a 
few minor contact marks. 

445 1900-S MS 64 NGC. Scarce at the present level and all but 
unknown finer, this is a deeply colored, orange-gold near-Gem. 
There are no individually bothersome abrasions and the crisp strike 
is characteristic of a late-date Liberty half eagle from the San Fran¬ 
cisco Mint. 

446 1901 MS 63 PCGS. Were it not for a pair of moderate abrasions in 
the left obverse field, this smooth coin would easily qualify for a sig¬ 
nificantly higher grade. 

447 1901 -S MS 64 PCGS. With swirling cartwheel luster, bold striking 
definition, and smooth surfaces, this golden-rose half eagle has the 
look of a full Gem. 

448 1901-S MS 65 NGC. The sunshine-gold surfaces are superior to 
those found on the typical 1901-S half eagle. There are no grade-lim¬ 
iting abrasions and the devices flaunt pinpoint striking definition. A 
find for the Gem quality collector. 

449 1902 MS 64 NGC. A needle sharp strike with a noticeable absence 
of surface marks for this scarcer P-mint half eagle. The fields are 
deeply frosted and very attractive. Much scarcer than a common date 
for not much premium. 

450 1902-S MS 64 NGC. Bright, lustrous surfaces with a tinge of light 
reddish color. Well struck. 

451 1905 MS 63 NGC. A creamy, bright yellow-gold example that will 
please any type or date collector. 



452 1905 MS 65 NGC. This is a conditionally scarce coin whose gold¬ 

en-yellow surfaces exhibit razor sharp striking definition. Both sides 
are lustrous and equally free of detracting abrasions. 


453 1906 MS 64 PCGS. This pristine, orange-gold coin has the look of 
a Gem. Both sides are sharply struck and the overall eye appeal is 
superior to even the MS 64 level. 

454 1906-D MS 62 PCGS. Relatively mark-free throughout, the orange- 
gold surfaces are a bit too subdued in appearance to warrant a Select 
grade. 

455 1906-D MS 63 NGC. A solid Select example with frosty, orange- 
golden surfaces. 

456 1906-D MS 64 NGC. A bright pumpkin-orange color encompasses 
each side of this Choice specimen. 

457 1907 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous, minimally abraded, and seemingly 
conservatively graded. 

458 1907 MS 63 PCGS. Appearing finer than the stated grade, the 
orange-gold surface are especially clean and well defined. 

459 1907-D MS 63 NGC. The rich orange-gold color and swirling cart¬ 
wheel luster lessen the visual impact of the grade-defining bag- 
marks. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

460 1908 MS 64 PCGS. This is an uncommonly well preserved coin for 
the Indian half eagle series. There are no individually distracting 
abrasions and the devices display nearly complete definition. 
Orange-gold in color, this first-year example belongs in a high qual¬ 
ity type set. 

461 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. There are no sizeable bagmarks on either side 
and the strike is razor sharp throughout. Original golden-rose patina 
blankets the surfaces of this important Mint State Indian half eagle. 

462 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. A few scattered marks seem to account for the 
MS 62 grade. The strike is, however, quite bold and the orange-gold 
surfaces are relatively attractive. 

463 1909-D MS 62 NGC. Typically abraded for the grade with golden- 
tan coloration and bold overall definition. 

464 1909-D MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck and lustrous, this golden-rose 
coin would fit comfortably into any Mint State type set. 

465 1909-D MS 63 PCGS. Essentially olive-gold in color, the surfaces 
show soft orange overtones. There are no sizeable abrasions on 
either side of this sharply struck, premium quality coin. 

466 1909-D MS 63 PCGS. The frosty, somewhat granular surfaces 
lessen the visual impact of the wispy, grade-defining abrasions. 
Sharply struck with pleasing golden-rose patina, this is a popular 
issue among Mint State type collectors. 

467 1909-D MS 63 PCGS. Typically strong striking detail and coloration 
that alternates between green-gold and golden-rose shades makes 
this a good example for type purposes. Both sides are remarkably 
free of sizeable distractions for the Select BU level. 

468 1909-D MS 63 PCGS. Pronounced reddish-golden color shows over 
each side of this well struck specimen. 

469 1910-S MS 62 NGC. Boldly struck with pleasing color and very 
close to MS 63 quality. The 1910-S, in the S-mint tradition of Indi¬ 
an half eagles, is quite scarce in Mint State and rarely offered in 
grades higher than the present example. 

470 1911 MS 63 PCGS. Scattered bagmarks in the fields limit the grade, 
but not the eye appeal of this sharply struck Indian half eagle. Elu¬ 
sive any finer. 
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471 1911-S MS 63 PCGS. Original and frosty, with considerably sharp¬ 
er detail than often encountered. The obverse is especially well pre¬ 
served and only a few scattered, grade-limiting abrasions are found 
in the reverse fields. Although the second most common S-mint five 
in Mint State, the 1911-S can easily be classified as a scarce coin at 
the Select level. 

472 1912 MS 63 PCGS. Rather smooth for the grade, the orange-gold 
surfaces exhibit an overall subdued appearance that accounts for the 
MS 63 grade. The strike is, however, well above par for the series. 

473 1913 MS 65 PCGS. With a respectable original delivery of 916,000 
pieces, the 1913 is a favored issue among both circulated and Mint 
State type collectors. Like all issues in the Indian half eagle series, 
however, Gem quality representatives in are the province of 
advanced specialists. Orange-gold in color, the surfaces are uncom¬ 
monly clean. Both sides display full striking definition and the shim¬ 
mering, satiny luster provides memorable aesthetic charm. 

474 1913-S MS 62 NGC. Generally available in only VF and XF grades, 
the 1913-S is a significant rarity in full Mint State. Although lightly 
abraded, as befits the grade, this tan-gold specimen does not display 
any signs of circulation. The strike is average for the series and the 
mintmark is typically defined. An important representative of an 
issue that is similar in high grade rarity to the 1909-S, 1910-S, 1911- 
S, and 1912-S. 

475 1914 MS 63 NGC. The tan-gold surfaces display a few grade-limit¬ 
ing abrasions, but the striking detail is quite bold for the series. A 
pleasing Mint State survivor that would do justice to any type col¬ 
lection. 

476 1914-D MS 62 PCGS. The lightly marked surfaces are somewhat 
subdued beneath moderate copper-orange overtones. One of the 
more easily obtainable D-mint Indian half eagles, the 1914-D is, 
nonetheless, infrequently offered in the preferred Mint State grades. 

477 1915-S AU 53 NGC. The tan-gold surfaces are lightly worn, yet free 
of overly distracting abrasions. 

CERTIFIED PROOF INDIAN HALF EAGLE 


478 1908 PR 67 NGC. The first year of the Indian half eagle series wit¬ 

nessed the production of 167 matte proof specimens at the Philadel¬ 
phia Mint. In his Encyclopedia, Breen asserts that fewer than 100 
proof sets were issued this year and, as such, the unsold half eagles 
were destroyed on January 2, 1909. Despite this and other forms of 
attrition, the 1908 is the most readily available matte proof Indian 
half eagle. Examples at or above the PR 65 level are, however, 
unquestionably rare when compared to the number of high quality 
type collectors and gold specialists in today's hobby. An important 
Condition Census example, this coin displays the issue's character¬ 
istically dark finish. Even under a loupe, file surfaces retain their 
mark-free appearance and we are unable to locate an abrasion for 
pedigree purposes. Simply stated, this is an impressive coin. NGC 
and PCGS combined report only 7 examples in PR 67 and none 
finer. (See Color Photo) 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 


479 1845-0 AU 53 NGC. Similar in rarity to the 1846-0, the 1845-0 is 
more difficult to locate in all grades than the 1842-0, 1843-0, and 
1844-0. While the typically offered example grades either VF or XF, 
this lightly circulated survivor boasts considerable remaining defin¬ 
ition. The surfaces are typically abraded, yet bright with green-gold 
coloration. 

480 1847 AU 50 NGC. Typically abraded for the grade, the surfaces are 
bright and yellow-gold in color. Sharply defined despite light rub 
over the highpoints. 

481 1848 AU 53 PCGS. Much more elusive than the mintage of 145,484 
pieces might suggest, this is a suitable About Uncirculated represen¬ 
tative. Although noticeably abraded, the surfaces show considerable 
remnants of the original prooflike finish. Crisply defined in the cen¬ 
ters and a find for the circulated gold date collector. 


1853 MS 62 NGC. Erroneously labeled as a type coin by misin¬ 
formed collectors, the 1853 is a surprisingly scarce issue despite the 
respectable original mintage of 201,253 pieces. While the issue is 
obtainable with patience at the VF and XF levels, high grade sur¬ 
vivors are offered less frequently than those of the 1847, 1847-0, 
and 1849 issues. The soft, frosty surfaces of this BU example reveal 
no abrasions that would seem to rule out a higher grade. The strike 
is generally sharp and there are modest cartwheel effects on both 
sides. The combined population at both major grading services in 
only five coins in MS 62 and six finer. 

1866-S Motto AU 50 NGC. The 1866-S Motto eagle is an elusive 
gold issue that is similar in overall rarity to the San Francisco Mint's 
deliveries of 1858,1859,1862,1863, and 1865. Of the already small 
number of coins certified by NGC and PCGS, only nine examples 
fall into the AU level. To date, no Mint State examples have been 
certified by either grading service. This is an original example that 
shows rich crimson-gold color. Well struck and nicely defined 
despite light wear across the highpoints, there are remarkably few 
abrasions for a circulated eagle. 

1874-CC AU 50 PCGS. This issue's original mintage of 16,767 
pieces almost matches that of the preceding three CC-mint eagles 
combined. Unlike the 1890-1893 issues, however, the 1874-CC is a 
rare find in high grade that is typically represented at the VF or XF 
level. Of the 110-120 known survivors, only eight pieces fall into the 
AU level with two coins in Mint State. Deeply colored in tan-gold 
and green-gold hues, this minimally worn specimen displays pleas¬ 
ing striking quality for the issue. There are scattered abrasions 
throughout, none of which are worthy of individual mention. Winter 
lists three AU 50 PCGS examples at the lower end of his Condition 
Census listing, one of which may be the present coin. 

1878-S-Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net VF 30. Along with the 
unnaturally bright surfaces, several well spaced rim marte on each 
side are indicative of use in jewelry. The '78-S eagle is a scarce issue 
that is most often seen heavily circulated. 

1879 AU 58 NGC. Although minted in fairly substantial numbers, 
the '79-P eagle is not often seen in higher grades. This piece is most¬ 
ly frosty and has rich golden-orange color, with only a few visible 
surface marks. 

1879 MS 61 NGC. Relatively smooth for the grade with pleasing 
copper-gold patina and suitable luster quality. 

1880- S MS 62 PCGS. A few minor contact marks show in the slight¬ 
ly subdued fields. Well defined. 

1881- S MS 61 NGC. Sharply struck and lustrous, yet noticeably 
abraded. 

1881-S MS 62 PCGS. Highly lustrous, but typically marked for the 
grade. A single dark spot is noted at 12 o’clock on the obverse. 

1882 MS 62 PCGS. This is a frosty eagle whose surfaces boast pin¬ 
point striking definition and champagne-gold overtones. 

1886 AU 53 PCGS. Still partially lustrous and bright, a number of 
contact marks are have collected on the obverse. 

1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Bright golden luster, some slight scuffiness is 
seen on the obverse, a small grease stain (as struck) is visible on the 
reverse. 

1890 MS 60 ANACS. Bright, satiny surfaces are covered with 
relentless, choppy abrasions. Only 57,980 business strikes were 
issued. 

1891 MS 62 NGC. Rich pinkish-golden luster, both sides exhibit a 
plethora of bagmarks. 

1891-CC MS 60 PCGS. A popular CC-mint issue, the present sur¬ 
vivor is noticeably abraded with modest reflectivity in the fields. 

1893 MS 64 NGC. If it weren't for a couple of small abrasions on 
Liberty’s neck, this coin would qualify for a Gem grade. The strike 
is excellent, the surfaces are deeply frosted, and some orange-gold¬ 
en patina is scattered throughout. 
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498 1895 MS 63 NGC. Sharp with a bright yellow-golden appearance. 
Very scarce in higher grades. 

499 1896 MS 63 NGC. All but unknown finer, this golden-rose example 
displays a few grade-limiting bagmarks. The strike is, however, free 
of criticism and the overall eye appeal is quite positive. 

500 1896-S MS 61 PCGS. A scarce and highly respected Mint State gold 
issue among specialists. This piece shows the abrasions one would 
normally expect for the grade, particularly over the obverse and the 
fields are very lustrous. One of only a few Uncirculated examples 
thus far certified of this rare issue. Population: 8 in 61,11 finer. 

501 1897 MS 62 PCGS. Typically marked for the grade with frosty sur¬ 
faces and snappy devices. 

502 1897 MS 63 NGC. Original with nicely frosted features. Scarcer 
than the most common Liberty eagles in Mint State. 

503 1897 MS 64 NGC. Unusually nice for a Mint State '97-P eagle, 
being satiny in appearance and displaying few appreciable abra¬ 
sions, just a few shallow luster breaks in the obverse fields. 

504 1899 MS 63 PCGS. The copper-gold surfaces reveal fulsome cart¬ 
wheel luster and lightly marked features. 

505 1900-S MS 63 NGC. Despite an original mintage of only 81,000 
pieces, the 1900-S is available for a price in circulated and low Mint 
State grades. Above the MS 62 level, however, the picture changes 
markedly. NGC and PCGS combined report only 7 coins in MS 63 
with a scant 4 finer. This is the nicest example that we have offered 
in recent memory. The lustrous surfaces reveal relatively few dis¬ 
tractions for the grade. Both sides are equally well impressed, but the 
reverse displays shades of golden-rose color that are somewhat 
deeper than those on the obverse. A fleeting opportunity for the gold 
date collector who demands the utmost in technical quality. 

506 1901 MS 64 NGC. Fully defined with rich, golden luster. 

507 1901 MS 64 PCGS. While showing a few tiny marks on each side, 
the surfaces overall, are lovely with bright, sparkling mint frost and 
light color. 

508 1901-S MS 65 PCGS. This is an uncommonly smooth Liberty 
eagle. The thick endowment of frosty luster cartwheels boldly 
around the sharply detailed devices. Predominantly golden-rose in 
color, this desirable coin belongs in the finest Gem quality collec¬ 
tion. 

509 1906-D MS 64 NGC. An especially attractive example of this first- 
year Denver eagle, displaying shimmering, creamy luster and virtu¬ 
ally no marks. Definitely a superior coin for the grade. 

510 1907 MS 63 PCGS. Despite a few well scattered abrasions, this is an 
attractive coin whose surfaces exhibit pinpoint striking definition. 

511 1907 MS 63 PCGS. Although sharply struck and fully frosted, the 
surfaces exhibit a few too many small abrasions to warrant a near- 
Gem grade. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN EAGLES 


512 1908 No Motto MS 61 NGC. The luster is deeply toned and quite 
subdued, probably the grade-limiting factor. A few marks are also 
noted on each side. 

513 1909-D AU 58 NGC. Bright golden luster, just a smidgen of rubbing 
shows on the highpoints. 

514 1910 MS 63 NGC. Highly lustrous with a somewhat grainy finish. 
Minor surface marks limit the grade. 

515 1910-D MS 64 PCGS. This coin's smooth, appealing appearance 
does full justice to the near-Gem grade. Although not complete, the 
strike is bold and elicits nearly every detail. Golden-rose in color 
with whirlpool luster effects. 



516 1912 MS 63 NGC. The minimally marked surfaces have some claim 
to a near-Gem grade. Both sides are crisply struck and originally 
shaded in orange-gold color. 

517 1916-S AU 58 PCGS. Well struck with original color, but possess¬ 
ing a number of small abrasions on each side. 

518 1926 MS 63 NGC. Scattered bagmarks, rather than deficient luster, 
account for the Select BU grade. Quite well impressed for an Indian 
eagle. 

519 1926 MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with bright orange-gold luster. One 
contact mark is noted on the reverse. 

520 1926 MS 63 PCGS. Typically abraded for the grade, particularly on 
the reverse. Still, a colorful, attractive piece. 

521 1926 MS 64 PCGS. Rich green-gold color confirms the originality 
of this nicely impressed Indian eagle. The predominantly smooth 
surfaces are suggestive of an even higher grade. 

522 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Rich, variegated shades of pink and old-gold are 
seen on each side. 

523 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Highly lustrous, a few marks on the obverse and 
reverse devices limit the grade. 

524 1932 MS 64 NGC. The yellow-gold surfaces are free of all but the 
most inconsequential abrasions. Typically struck, yet lustrous and 
desirable. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

525 1855-S XF 40 ANACS. Broken A in STATES. Breen-7179. A bright 
yellow-gold example with tinges of darker color in the protected 
areas. 

526 1857 XF 45 ANACS. This scarcer Type One P-mint exhibits light, 
even wear and the only distraction is a scratch in the left reverse 
field. 

527 1857-S XF 45 NGC. Rather lightly abraded for the grade, the sur¬ 
faces show a bright overall appearance with green-gold overtones. 

528 1865-S XF 40 ANACS. A solid coin for the grade, with relatively 
clean surfaces and decent highpoint detail. 

529 1865-S MS 64 NGC. This beautiful specimen displays thick mint 
frost that accents the boldly defined details. There are no unduly dis¬ 
tracting abrasions on either side and the surfaces display pleasing 
crimson-gold coloration. Of this issue, Walter Breen (1988) stated: 
"Usually XF; UNCs. are from a tiny hoard discovered about 1967." 
Since the publication of his Encyclopedia , numerous Mint State 
examples of this issue emerged from the wreck of the S. S. Brother 
Jonathan. While the high grade rarity ranking of this issue has, 
therefore, changed in recent years, the present specimen is still an 
important find for near-Gem quality type collectors. 

530 1865-S MS 66 NGC. Ex: Brother Jonathan. A simply stunning rep¬ 
resentative of this S-mint double eagle, both sides are smooth and 
remarkably lustrous for a sea salvaged gold coin. The strike is nee¬ 
dle sharp throughout and the devices glow beneath pleasing crim¬ 
son-gold coloration. A definite find for the gold collector who 
demands the utmost in both technical and aesthetic quality. (See 
Color Photo) 

531 1866-S Motto XF 40 ANACS. Well detailed for this scarcer issue, 
with a pair of vertical facial marks. 

532 1870-S AU 50 ANACS. A bright, minimally worn example with the 
usual softness of strike on the highpoints. 

533 1873 Open 3 MS 62 PCGS. Remarkably free of sizeable abrasions 
for the grade, both sides of this frosty example display original 
orange-gold patination. Despite its status as the most common Type 
Two double eagle, the 1873 Open 3 is surprisingly elusive above the 
MS 61 level. 
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534 1873 Open 3 MS 62 PCGS. A remarkably well preserved example 
of this conditionally challenging issue, both sides display no more 
than the expected number of small abrasions for the grade. Both 
sides exhibit swirling luster effects and soft yellow-gold coloration. 

535 1875-CC—Scratched—AN ACS. Unc Details, Net AU 50. An espe¬ 
cially frosty and attractive example of this popular Carson City 
issue, with only a hairline scratch on the obverse that extends diag¬ 
onally from the 7 in the date to star 3. 

536 1875-S AU 58 NGC. Moderately abraded, yet the lightest rub away 
from a Mint State grade. 

537 1877-S MS 60 NGC. Rich green-golden luster, a typical population 
of contact marks limit the grade. 

538 1878 MS 61 NGC. Better than a common date, this deeply colored 
piece has numerous small marks peppered over each side. 

539 1882-S MS 61 ANACS. Appealing color and luster, there are just a 
few too many heavy marks to contend with for a higher grade. 

540 1883-S MS 61 NGC. Well defined with rich color. Aside from the 
normal number of surface abrasions, a small vertical scratch is noted 
between stars 1 and 2 on the obverse. 

541 1884-S MS 62 PCGS. Fully lustrous with a typical number of 
obverse bagmaxks. Scarce in Mint State. 

542 1887-S MS 62 NGC. The rose tinted surfaces display no more than 
the expected number of small abrasions for the grade. 

543 1889-S MS 62 PCGS. Elusive any finer, this sharply struck, rela¬ 
tively smooth example is temptingly close to Select BU quality. 

544 1890-S MS 63 PCGS. Rich green-gold undertones are noted on both 
sides of this otherwise orange-gold survivor. Every last design ele¬ 
ment boasts pinpoint striking definition and the relatively smooth 
surfaces are suggestive of a near-Gem grade. Population: 31 in 63, 
only 3 finer. 

545 1891-S MS 63 PCGS. Lightly scuffed on the obverse, a halo of 
green-gold patina circles the border areas. 

546 1892-S MS 63 PCGS. This is a relatively mark-free coin with pleas¬ 
ing luster quality. The 1892-S is a surprisingly elusive issue above 
the MS 62 level despite a mintage of more than 930,000 pieces. 

547 1893 MS 63 NGC. An uncommonly well preserved Liberty double 
eagle, there are no sizeable abrasions on either the obverse or the 
reverse. Both sides are equally bold in striking definition and the 
orange-gold coloration accents the scintillating frosty luster. 

548 1894 MS 64 NGC. This is a simply gorgeous survivor of this con¬ 
ditionally elusive issue. The bright, golden-rose surfaces sparkle 
with thick mint frost. Every last design element is crisply defined 
and the surfaces are typically distraction-free for the grade. All but 
unknown finer. 

549 1894-S MS 63 PCGS. The scattered abrasions are no more than 
average in number for the grade. Sharply struck, as always, with 
intensely lustrous features. 

550 1895 MS 62 PCGS. Highly lustrous and bright, a number of typi¬ 
cally seen obverse marks explain the grade. 

551 1895 MS 63 NGC. A couple of parallel marks on Liberty's jaw 
explain the grade on this highly lustrous example. 

552 1895-S MS 63 PCGS. The sharply struck, frosty surfaces glow with 
rich crimson-gold patination. 

553 1896 MS 62 NGC. Although somewhat baggy, the surfaces display 
crisply defined features and swirling frosty luster that provide pleas¬ 
ing overall eye appeal. 

554 1896 MS 64 NGC. Particularly sharp with rich, original patina and 
a minimum of contact marks. Rare in higher grades. Population: 114 
in 64, only 8 finer. PCGS has graded none higher. 


555 1896-S MS 63 NGC. Brightly lustrous with only a few obverse abra- 


556 1897 MS 62 PCGS. The surfaces are uncommonly lustrous and min¬ 
imally abraded for the MS 62 level. 

557 1897 MS 62 PCGS. Deep orange-gold color blankets both sides of 
this typically marked example. 

558 1897 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny and nicely frosted with some modest 
scuffmess on and to the left of the portrait. 

559 1897-S MS 62 PCGS. Brilliant orange-gold luster and a full strike. 
Although a few minuscule abrasions are noted, this coin appears 
Select or better. 

560 1898 MS 61 PCGS. Sharply defined with bright, golden luster. A 
number of small marks have collected on the obverse. 

561 1898 MS 62 NGC. The partially reflective surfaces are unusually 
clean and well struck for the grade. 

562 1898-S MS 62 PCGS. With essentially smooth, lustrous features, 
this orange-gold double eagle has the look of a significantly higher 
grade. 

563 1898-S MS 62 NGC. Scattered bagmarks, rather than deficient lus¬ 
ter, seems to account for the MS 62 grade. 

564 1898-S MS 62 NGC. The frosty, snappy surfaces reveal a few too 
many small abrasions to warrant a higher grade. 

565 1899 MS 64 NGC. The frosty, yellow-golden surfaces are particu¬ 
larly well defined. Very scarce in higher grades. 

566 1900 MS 64 PCGS. Boldly defined with speckled copper-gold over¬ 
tones and few appreciable marks. 

567 1900-S MS 63 PCGS. There are no individually distracting abra¬ 
sions on either side of this boldly impressed example. The devices 
are fully frosted and contrast nicely with the moderately bright 
fields. 

568 1901 MS 64 NGC. A high-end Coronet twenty that has bright, 
swirling luster interrupted by a few minor obverse marks. A small 
grease stain (as struck) is seen on the reverse. 

569 1902-S MS 62 PCGS. The moderately marked surfaces alternate 
between orange-gold and green-gold shades as the coin rotates 
beneath a light. 

570 1903-S MS 63 NGC. Both sides of this orange-gold specimen are 
free of sizeable bagmarks. With snappy features and attractive eye 
appeal, this is a premium quality double eagle for both the grade and 
the issue. 

571 1903-S MS 64 NGC. A true near-Gem example with bright pink cen¬ 
ters that are surrounded with rich golden luster. Sharply detailed 
throughout with no singularly mentionable abrasions. Worthy of a 
premium bid. 

572 1904 MS 63 PCGS. This is an uncommonly clean double eagle for 
the MS 63 grade. Frosty and sharply struck, as always. 

573 1904 MS 64 NGC. A comfortable near-Gem, the orange-gold sur¬ 
faces exhibit fulsome frosty luster and no bothersome bagmarks. 

574 1904 MS 65 NGC. Lustrous and sharply struck, this champagne- 
gold example belongs in a Gem quality type set. 

575 1904 MS 65 NGC. An uncommonly well preserved example of this 
common P-mint issue, this is a deeply colored, orange-gold coin. 
Both sides display swirling mint luster that accents the sharply 
struck, mark-free features. 

576 1904-S MS 63 PCGS. Golden-rose in color, both sides show only a 
few well scattered bagmarks. 
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577 1904-S MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with much reddish color and a 
sharp strike overall. 

578 1904-S MS 64 NGC. Much scarcer than a common date for very lit¬ 
tle premium. Very clean and lustrous with just a few insignificant 
marks and one tiny grease stain above Liberty's hairline. 

579 1906-D MS 62 PCGS. The yellow-gold surfaces are free of sizeable 
bagmarks. A sharply struck and lustrous double eagle. 

580 1906-S MS 63 PCGS. Anything but common at the present level, 
this lightly marked double eagle reveals attractive whirlpool effects 
at most angles. The powerfully impressed features are bathed in 
golden-rose coloration. 

581 1907 MS 64 NGC. This final-year issue is surprisingly elusive at the 
near-Gem level despite an original mintage of more than 1.4 million 
pieces. The example that we highlight here is thickly frosted and 
boldly struck throughout. The surfaces are smooth and suggestive of 
an even higher grade. 

582 1907-D MS 64 PCGS. A few wispy abrasions seem to bar this attrac¬ 
tive coin from an even higher grade. Fully frosted and always popu¬ 
lar as one of only two Denver issues in the long-lived Liberty dou¬ 
ble eagle series. 

583 1907-S MS 63 PCGS. Deep crimson-gold patina envelops both sides 
and draws attention away from the wispy abrasions on the obverse. 
Sharply struck, this coin represents a significant find for the collec¬ 
tor who understands the conditionally challenging nature of this S- 
mint issue. 

CERTIFIED SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 

584 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 63 PCGS. Lightly abraded throughout 
with lustrous, orange-gold surfaces. 

585 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 64 PCGS. At first glance, this minimally 
marked, frosty example has the look of an even higher grade. 

586 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 64 PCGS. There are no individually 
mentionable abrasions on either side of this near-Gem double eagle. 

587 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and snappy with a 
few well concealed bagmarks. 

588 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 65 PCGS. This is a popular first-year 
issue. Boldly struck and expectantly mark-free for the grade, the 
orange-gold surfaces boast considerable eye appeal. 

589 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 65 PCGS. Another Gem quality sur¬ 
vivor from this important transitional year in double eagle produc¬ 
tion, this coin is typically smooth for the grade with original golden- 
rose coloration. 

590 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 65 PCGS. This is an undeniable Gem 
double eagle whose shimmering surfaces are essentially free of 
noticeable abrasions. 

591 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 65 PCGS. The champagne-gold sur¬ 
faces do not reveal any abrasions that would seem to preclude an 
even higher grade. A find for the Gem quality date collector. 

592 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 65 PCGS. Uncommonly vibrant for 
this first-year issue and nearly void of appreciable marks. A top qual¬ 
ity 1907 Saint. 

593 1908 No Motto MS 66 PCGS. With pristine, abrasion-free surfaces 
and rich frosty luster, it is little wonder that this P-mint issue is a 
favorite among high quality type collectors. Although not complete, 
the strike is well above average for the series. 

594 1908-D No Motto MS 64 NGC. Well struck with fine-grain matte 
surfaces and a few characteristic bagmarks. A scarce issue in such a 
lofty condition. 

595 1909 AU 58 NGC. Very lightly circulated with abundant remaining 
luster. 



596 1909-D—Cleaned—AN ACS. AU Details, Net XF 45. Rich golden 

surfaces are partially subdued by their inoffensive cleaning. 


597 1909-S MS 63 NGC. The amber-gold surfaces are surprisingly free 
of distracting abrasions for the grade. 

598 1909-S MS 65 NGC. The beautiful orange-gold surfaces of this 
example are devoid of even the most trivial distraction. The strike is 
needle sharp and the mint luster rolls gently around both sides. 
Although obtainable for a price in lower grades, this S-mint double 
eagle is infrequently offered above the MS 64 level. A find for the 
Gem quality specialist. 

599 1910 MS 64 PCGS. There do not appear to be any detractions that 
would bar this lustrous double eagle from an even higher grade. The 
eye appeal draws its merits from the snappy devices and soft gold¬ 
en-rose patina. 

600 1910-D MS 62 NGC. There are only a few bagmarks on the obverse 
of this otherwise distraction-free double eagle. 

601 1910-S MS 63 NGC. Quite frosty with olive-tinged peripheries and 
abrasions that are well scattered and generally light. 

602 1911 -D MS 65 NGC. Light golden toning radiates with satiny mint 
luster on this pristine Gem. The surfaces are exceptionally clean and 
the strike is bold. 

603 1911-S MS 63 NGC. Quite frosty with above average luster for this 
slightly scarcer issue. 

604 1911-S MS 65 NGC. Uncommonly well preserved for the issue, the 
golden-rose surfaces boast smooth features and above average strik¬ 
ing detail. Both sides are lustrous and the swirling cartwheel effects 
round out this coin's memorable eye appeal.

612 1916-S MS 64 PCGS. This is a lustrous near-Gem whose surfaces 
display attractive golden-rose shading. A popular issue among type 
collectors. 

613 1922-S MS 64 PCGS. Despite a respectable mintage of more than 2 
million pieces, this S-mint issue is anything but common in the pre¬ 
ferred levels of Mint State preservation. Intense golden-orange col¬ 
oration shines through the holder and accents the predominantly 
mark-free surfaces. Both sides are quite well defined for the series 
and there are no distracting alloy spots. This is a premium quality 
coin for the grade as well as the issue. 

614 1924 MS 64 PCGS. The somewhat mellowed, golden colored sur¬ 
faces are free of individually mentionable bagmarks. 

615 1924 MS 64 NGC. A bright mixture of pink and golden colors is pre¬ 
sent. Well struck.

Lots of flashy, cartwheel brilliance grace both 
sides of this above average example. 

619 1926-S—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net MS 60. The 1926-S is 
a scarcer issue that was once regarded as one of the keys to the Saint- 
Gaudens series. However, in the 1950s and '60s substantial numbers 
of Mint State pieces turned up in Europe. This lustrous example is 
minimally abraded and would easily qualify at the Select level, but 
for a few wispy hairlines. 

620 1927 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck and lustrous with only a few surface 
marks. 

621 1927 MS 64 NGC. Fully bright, the grade is limited by a few scat¬ 
tered field marks. 

622 1927 MS 64 NGC. The pink centers are surrounded with subtle 
green-gold shades. 

623 1928 MS 66 PCGS. With deep green-gold and orange coloration and 
nearly mark-free surfaces, this is an awe-inspiring Saint-Gaudens 
double eagle. Both sides display uncommonly bold striking defini¬ 
tion and features that are as lustrous as the day this coin left the Mint.

624 1893 Isabella Quarter-Cleaned-AN ACS. Unc Details, Net AU 50. 
Bright, noticeably hairlined surfaces with a speck or two of reddish- 
brown color on the obverse. 

625 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 65 PCGS. Intense cartwheel luster 
shines through the dappled copper-gray iridescence. With expertly 
preserved surfaces and snappy devices, this coin belongs in the 
finest collection of Gem commemoratives. 


626 1936 Albany MS 66 PCGS. A shimmering-white, virtually mark- 
free example that should please even the most particular collector. 

627 1935/34-D Boone MS 66 PCGS. Lustrous with original toning. A 
much scarcer issue than its P-Mint counterpart. 

628 1937 Boone MS 64 NGC. Moderately toned over smooth, lustrous 
surfaces. 

629 1937 Boone MS 65 NGC. A moderate coating of gray-violet color is 
seen overall. 

630 1937-S Boone MS 65 NGC. Some mottled, multicolored patina has 
gathered on each side. 

631 1892 Columbian MS 64 PCGS. The smooth features and glowing 
fields sparkle beneath milky-gray and gold iridescence. 

632 1893 Columbian MS 63 NGC. Rich antique-copper toning envelops 
both sides of this relatively mark-free example. 

633 1893 Columbian MS 64 NGC. Isolated swirls of electric-blue and 
gold peripheral iridescence interrupt the otherwise even lilac-gray 
toning scheme. Essentially pristine with some claim to an even high¬ 
er grade. 

634 1893 Columbian MS 64 NGC. While the obverse of this coin is sim¬ 
ilar in appearance to the preceding piece, the reverse is noticeably 
lighter with bright orange-russet rim accents. Typically smooth for 
the grade. 

635 1893 Columbian MS 65 PCGS. Deeply toned and original, both 
sides reveal swirling cartwheel luster and pristine surfaces. A lovely 
coin for the toning enthusiast. 


636 1935 Connecticut MS 66 NGC. A coin for collectors who value orig¬ 
inality, both sides are bathed in mottled antique-russet and crimson- 
charcoal shades. Not even the most trivial abrasion interrupts this 
coin's scintillating cartwheel luster. 

637 1936 Elgin MS 66 NGC. This is an intensely frosty comment with 
smooth, untoned surfaces. 

638 1922 Grant MS 63 PCGS. Toned a rich steel-gray with some multi¬ 
colored iridescence at the borders.

641 1925 Lexington MS 64 ANACS. Lightly toned overall, some deep 
patina is hiding in the protected peripheral areas of the obverse. 

642 1936 Long Island MS 65 PCGS. Lightly toned and essentially mark- 
free. 

643 1920 Maine MS 63 PCGS. Well defined with some hazy patina. The 
luster is slightly subdued. 

644 1934 Maryland MS 66 PCGS. A Superb, well frosted example with 
blushes of golden color here and there. 

645 1921 Missouri MS 64 PCGS. Essentially untoned with adequate lus¬ 
ter and clean features. Scarce issue.

660 1872 Indian Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-791, R.4, MS 63 PCGS. Mod¬ 
est reflectivity is visible in the fields despite the subdued green-gold 
color. Somewhat softly struck with a few wispy abrasions. 

661 1864 Liberty Octagonal 50 Cents, BG-918, R.6, AU 58 PCGS. Typ¬ 
ically prooflike for the issue with suitable definition and original 
green-gold coloration.

Were it not for the fact that the proof qualities 
are hidden beneath the toning scheme, this smooth example might 
qualify for a higher grade.

664 1998 Cent-Deep Capped Die Strike-MS 66 Red PCGS. The 
obverse has a classic "bottle cap" appearance, being well centered 
with a high, even border around that side. The reverse shows a large, 
spread image of Lincoln. Fiery-red color with many flecks of the 
zinc core apparent on the obverse. 

665 1999 Cent-Struck on a Dime Planchet-MS 67 NGC. Always a fas¬ 
cinating error of great visual interest to both the novice as well as the 
advanced collector, the cent design is dominant on the obverse while 
both designs are equally present on the reverse. Pale rose toning. 



666 (Undated) Nickel-Struck on a Dime Planchet-MS 66 NGC. Bright 
and silvery from the dime planchet, Jefferson appears to have a lau¬ 
rel wreath sprouting out of his forehead from the juxtaposition of the 
two designs. 

667 1920-S Dime—20% Off Center-MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. The date 
is still complete, even though it is on the "short" side of the obverse 
with a wide arc of extra flan at the top of that side, and on the lower 
portion of the reverse. Lightly toned. 

668 1999-P Dimes—Two Piece Bonded Set—MS 67 PCGS. Two 
planchets laid on top of one another and were struck at the same 
time, bonding the two pieces of metal together. This resulted in extra 
flan around the entire coin, but what is most obvious is the long han¬ 
dle-shaped piece of metal on the northeast portion of the obverse. 
The surfaces are pristine throughout. 

669 1999 New Jersey Quarter-Struck on a Foreign Planchet-MS 65 
NGC. 34.92 grains. Here is a coin you don't see every day. The 
image of Washington crossing the Delaware is all one sees on the 
obverse with CROSSROADS OF REVOLUTION 199 below. The 
reverse has the left portion of Washington's profile and some of the 
lettering present. The planchet appears to be bronze, and deep olive- 
green color is seen around the rim on the reverse. Must be seen to be 
appreciated. 

670 1999 Connecticut Quarter-Broadstruck, 100% Uniface Obverse- 
MS 67 NGC. It's curious that no reverse die or collar was present 
when this piece was struck. The obverse is ringed with a band of 
copper from the interior of the coin. Bright and lustrous. 

671 1999-P SB A Dollar-Obverse Die Cap-MS 67 NGC. While well 
centered within the cap, the rim is raised only on the left half of the 
obverse. The image of Anthony is greatly distended on the reverse 
but still recognizable. Light golden toning. 

672 1991 Silver Eagle-Double Struck in Collar-MS 63 NGC. Brilliant 
and highly lustrous.
